"It is a bittersweet moment, for 
although our new offices arc most 
attractive, we know that all . of 
the combined efforts in the comi- 
ty by this agency and ollicrs can 
assist only about 3% of those who 
may need menial health or mental 
retardation services." 

The Center occupies the first 
floor of the Barwcll Settlement, a 
modern brick structure on .Lib- 
erty Street near Utica Street. At- 
tractive,, well-appointed offices 
and group rooms provide much 
needed space for clinical pro- 
grams. 

Mrs. John P. Rislcy, wife of the 
former director of the Lake Coun- 
ty Mental Health Clinic, has tak- 
en a personal. interest in decorat- 
ing the offices with a number 
of paintings loaned by members 
of the Lake County Art League, 
of which shfe'is an active member. 
The public is invited to visit the 
Center during the Open House pro- 
gram and greet the new executive 
director, Gabriel J. Popovieh, 
" ACSW,' who joined the staff oh 
April 1,:

and _ mentally . disabl ed citizens, 
heads up the Lake County.

"I earnestly hope that every

Immediate 
access to a full service can pre-

Funds raised by the referen- 
dum would go to support current 
and new mental health and mental 
retardation programs throughout 
Lake County. 
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The Chain O* Lakes area is a 
neglected child. State Rep. W. J. 
(Bill) Murphy, R-Fctitie Lake, An- 
tioch, told members of the state's 
Water Pollution and Water Re- 
sources Commission Tuesday. 

"Lake County," Murphy said, 
"is known to be one of the best 
counties in the slate and has a. 
more equitable lax levy than any 
other county in Illinois." 

And yet, Murphy told the com- 
mission holding a public hearing 
in the Antioch Savings and Loan 
on Lake Street, Antioch, 80 per 
cent of the tax money we pay on 
gasoline for boats is being -taken 
out of the county and into south- 
ern Illinois to 'build lakes and 
dams, 

"We arc tired of being neglect- 
ed." Murphy said._"Wc can show 
you 25 feet of sill, in our lakes, 
which arc available not only, to 
the 400,000 people in the county 
but to the 8 million people in the 
Chicago area." 

The purpose of the commission 
meeting was to drum up support 
for the proposed $1 billion bond 
issue to combat water and air pol- 
lution and augment recreation 'and 
conservation "facilities, but also 
to gel some ideas to what is need- 
ed in Lake County. 

And apparently Murphy's com- 
ments and those of the more than 
100 persons attending bore fruit. 

For Stale Rep. Carl Klein, R- 
Chicago, chairman of the com- 
mission, said the commission 
would report Lake County to be 
one of the five 'most troubled 
areas bV'thV state; ' 

"-Ttiis- would -ni fcan . ..that ■, '■ Lake 
County would have a 'priority on 
money coining • from the .bond 
issue if it posses in the November, 
election, 



and- those attending the mcctjng 
that the problems, of Lake Coun- 
ty can be divided into three cate- 
gories. • 

Chief among these, he said, is to 
extend the sewer system through 
,out north Lake County and elim- 
inate the septic systems that are 
contributing, to pollution of the 
lakes. l 

Lake/ County alone does not 
have/enough money for such a 
system. 

Secondly, Murphy pointed, out, 
there is a need to aid the North 
Shore Sanitary District to keep 
Lake Michigan clean. 

.- The NSSD has a $35 million bond 
issue up this Saturday and Murphy 
urged all citizens to support it, 
even though the voters outside the 
district cannot vote on the issue. 
■ The* third problem ~ Murphy 
pointed out was the fact that only 
$600,000 has been spent on the 
Chain O' Lakes since 1050. 

He praised the efforts of John 
C. Guillou, chief waterways- ^en- 
gineer for the state, but "wc need 
help now and arc tired of fiddling 
around and seeing money spent 
in southern Illinois. 
"Murphy ■ told -the commission 
that the need in the area is for $1 
milliton every two years for Hie 
next twelve years. 

"This would assure us the neces- 
sary funds to dredge the Chain, 
have flood plains and conserve 
our many, resources in the area," 
Murphy said. 

' He also said he advocated a 
Jojial (• jm mission from McHenry 
and Lake Counties with the power 
td hire an engineer in control the 
gates of the Mcltcnry Dam. 
'.:Hc pointed out 'that the- lakes 
arc now above normal and if a 
heavy rain came we could have 



at the present time he has to call 
Chicago 'in order to get the dam 
open or closed. and .has "spent 
considerable money on telephone 
bills between here and Chicago 
and here and Springfield." 

Edwin Krupo, president of the 
Chain 0' Lakes Resort Associa- 
tion told the commission that 
there are laws on t lie books at 
the present time to hall pollution 
but nothing is being done in the 
Chain O' Lakes area. 

"Money goes to the south end 
of the state," Krupo said, "and 
if the people from Lake County 
or even Cook Courity drove down 
to the world erf ul lakes you have 
made possible down there, they 
would never get back on the state 
highways you offer them." 

Krupo told the commission that

Klein remonstrated 'with Krupo 
because he would not come forth 
wilh a* specific request for a 
specific project detailing what it 
would cost. 

Klein said his commission is 
going to the "grass roots" to get" 
jdcas on-Avhal -purpose the money 
from the bond issue could be put 
to use in 'its best way. 

"What wc need now is specific 
projects." Klein said, "including 
a cost factor." ' \ ... 

Along with the pure water con- 
trol, Klein pointed out, will also 
cornea belter highway system. 

"And when wc have all of this 
then you will sec the greatest i n- 
dusttiol expansion in this state 
that you have ever. seen," he said. 

State Rep, John Henry Klcinc, 
R-Lakc Forest, chairman of the 
Northern Illinois Commission on

clearing house for all projects to 
be submitted to Carl Klein's com- 
mission . . - . 

"We- have been neglected too 
long!" Kleinc said.'. ."Southern 
Illinois will have to learn a les- 
son. We urge your suggestions be- 
cause right now wc arc working 
on the Fox River watershed.'^ 

Herbert L. Bycrs, director of 
the Lake County Public Works De- 
partment, presented a plan lb the 
commission, which would combine 
some 69 sewage treatment plants 
in the western part of the coun- 
ty into five. 

He said the program would cost 
some $39 million' and that the 
county would have to do it through 
revenue bonds if Ihc state or fed- 
eral government didn't help out. 



Guillou told the group that the 
Fox Chain has- a serious problem 
r-onc which you cannot just walk ■ 
in, turn a valve, and' solve it. 
. "there are more boats going 
through the McHenry Locks than 
any other place on the North Am- 
erican Continent," he said. "But 
wc only have $40,000 available 
this biennium for dredging on the 
Chain." 

Guillou agreed with Murphy that 
legislation should be introduced 
that would allow half of the motor 
fuel tax collected on gasoline 
used in power boats to go to the 
division of waterways for use in 
the areas it is derived from. 

He .also agreed that $1 million 
a biennium would solve the recre- 
ational problem and one-third of 
the pollution problem on the 
Chain.

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The emergence of numerous 
presidential candidates and the 
prospects of at least one new na- 
tional political parly suggest the 
distinct possibility that the next 
President Jk the United Stales 
may be Selected by the |tf. v 8. 
House of Representatives. 

The Constitution of the United 
States provides that if a majority 
of the electoral votes is hot re- 
ceived by either party's presiden- 
tial ' and vice presidential candi- 
dates,- "the House of Representa- 
tives shall. choose immediately, 
by ballot, the President. But in 
choosing the President, the votes 
shall be taken by stales, the rep- 
resentation from each state hav- 
ing one vote ..." This lan- 
guage-requires that if the elec- 
toral votes of the Republican and 
Democratic nominees are approx- 
imately equally divided, with a 
third candidate controlling the 
balance of the electoral votes, 
then the 435 Members of the U. S. 
House, voting by State delega- 
tions, may select the next Presi- 
dent. 

Voting by State delegations 
means that each Slate shall cast 
a single vote in accordance with 
the decision of a majority of the 
Members of the rcspeclivc State 
delegations. Iq the evenrillinois 
continues to be divided equally— 
■ . . ' 



would be tied, with no vote being 
cast On the other hand both 
'Alaska and Nevada, having one 
Representative-at-Large, would be 
entitled to cast one vote each. 

Several authorities have indi- 
cated the further remote possi- 
bility thai no candidate would re- 
ceive a majority (2G ' votes) in 
the U. S. House of Representa- 
tives. In such a situation, the 
Constitution providesr "IE the 
House of Representatives shall 
not choose a President whenever 
the j-ight of choice shall devolve 
upon them, before the fourth' day 
of March next following, then the 
Vice President shall act as Pres- 
ident, as in the ease of death or 
other constitutional disability of 
the President." - In naming a 
Vice President in such a case, the 
constitution authorizes the Senate 
to determine this choice from 
those two who received the high- 
est number of electoral votes. 

It should be . recalled that the 
House of Representatives has 
twice selected the President when 
neither of the two leading candi- 
dates received a majority of the 
electoral votes. In 1880, Thomas 
Jefferson was selected. over Aaron 
Burr. Again in<1824 the \IL,,S. 
House of Representatives, named 
John Adams over Andrew Jack- 
son. 

The distinct possibility that the 
next President may be named by 
the U. S, House of Represcenla- 
tlves suggests the. need to give 
particular attention to the make- 
up of the United States House of 
Representatives. House Members 
will be able to vote for their par- 
ty's candidate for President only 
if a majority of 'the Stale's dele- 
gation belongs to the same politi- 
cal party. In the event neither 
major political party's candidate 
receives a majority of 26 voles, 
then there will bo real danger that

The danger inherent in providing 
such' a candidate with electoral 
vote leverage is very real and 
could result in the selection of a 
President contrary to the- will of 
a majority of the American peo- 
ple. ;. 

Fear of the election being 
thrown into the House of Rerpe- 
sentatives has prompted this 
member, among others, to intro- 
duce a constitutional amendment 
(H..J. Res. 1153) to provide Hint 
EACH Representative shall have 
one vote; and that UieTHousc shall 
choose between the two persons 
receiving the highest number of 
electoral votes on the lists. of those 
voted for as President. The same 
procedure .would apply in the se- 
lection of the Vice President by 
the Senate. .* . J 

This, of course, would provide 
a greatly improved method for 
electing the President and Vice 
President, but it is quite .clear 
that the amendment— even Unap- 
proved by the U. C. House and 
Senate— has small likelihood of 
taking . effect' prior to the 1968 
Presidential Election. The 
Amendment would still have to be 
ratified by three-fourth of the 
stale legislatures, a constitutional 
requirement which probably 
would be impossible of fulfillment 
prior to November 1968.
